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If 1971 can be described as the year of parish introspection = the year we both 
took a good look at ourselves, not only as Christians but also as a parish family - seek- 
ing to determine whether we were living up to our full stature as children of God, doing 
His will to the full of our ability and resources, then 1972 can best be described as the 
year we began to implement those findings of 1971, with the view of making our parish just 
that more viable, just that mare effective, just that mare demonstrative of the faith that 
is in us and the hope that sustains us. 


We began the year faced with the same problems of the past - a changing neighbor- 
hood, old families moving to other locations and taking with them their support and their 
involvement in the life and work of the parish; and new families moving in, their active 
participation in our life and worship before them, a bit reticent to take their place in 
the parish family, a bit shy and suspicious with people who truly want their friendship 
and their life-giving support. But during the year, an increasing number of our new peo- 
ple have slowly taken their places as important cogs in this spiritual machine we call the 
Church of Saint Matthias, and the result, in many instances, is well-nigh unbelievable. 


New life has come to our Church School. The school is growing, ever so gradually, 
but growing neverthelesse We have moved from a congregation-type method of presentation 
to graded classes once again. We have moved from a class-by-class study of the Holy Bible 
to formal instruction once againe This new life was evidenced by the pre-Easter and pre- 
Christmas presentations by our Church School members; and the parish family was impressed. 
Our teachers have met regularly throughout the year with the Rector, and discussions of 
ways and means, of procedures, of new techniques have borne fruit. These sessions will 
continue, because they are important and vital adjuncts of our Church School program. 

Our Officers and Teachers are enthusiastic! Our pupils are beginning to match that en- 
thusiasm, and the future of our school is bright indeed. 


New life has come to our Senior Choir, with new members being added gradually. 
We suffered & serious loss with the resignation of our Organist and Choirmaster, Florence 
Maguire, whose years of stedfast and devoted service it will be most difficult to emulate. 
It is our earnest hope that new leadership will continue her fine work, so that the musie 
and voices of our services of worship will continue on the high plane she inspired. We 


wish Florence years of happiness and contentment as she begins her retirement years 
in New Jersey with her husband, 


You will see from the report of the Accounting Warden how wonderfully re- 
sponsive have been the members of the parish family to maintaining almost a full 
measure of financial stability during the year, We faced 1972 with the grim pros- 
pect of coming to the end of it with a substantial deficit of two or three thousands 
of dollars, In reality, the family tightened its collective belt, increased its 
giving, gave increased support, to the end that cur deficit was substentially less. 
We face 1975 with the same prospect of a large deficit, but I am convinced thai we 
will measure this year's giving with last year's effort. We must! For 1973 is our 
year of decision, much more than were 1971 and 1972, W MUST MAKE IT THIS YEAR, or 
face the prospect of losing our status as an indevendent parish. No one wants this 
to occur, although no stigma is attached to the status of sn aided parish, But we 
are a proud family, and we will work mightily to prevent our losing our independence, 
I am most grateful to Gustav Spahr and Ellwood Booth, our Wardens, wao proved to be 
strong and stedfast bulwarks inside and outside the Vestry. X sm doubly grateful to 
the members of the Vestry, without whose dedication and dogged determination, this 


parish family would not enjoy her measure of strength and hope, 


During the year, there were seven Baptisuss Christopher Charles Jones, 
Ramisha Atalee Davis, Brett Anthony Vance, Dana Denise Major, Eddie Leonard Cross, 
Charles Huntington Turzer, and Laurie Heather Abronski. 

There were five Confirmations, with Bishop Lyman Ogilby with us on Octo- 
ber 4th fæ the Laying On Of Hands: Gloria Cross, Earl Davis, Lionel King, Patricia 
Major, and Marcia Sears. 

There were thirty-two Services for the Burial of The Dead, of which seven 
were members of our parish and are listed inside the back cover of this report. 

There were a total of 485 Private Communions held fæ the shut-ins and 
ill members of the parish. 


I look forward to 1973 with eager expectation, knowing that we all will 
do our best to continue the work of our Church in West Oak Lane. With God's help,

In any annual report, I suppose it is natural to look for several 
Specific areas of concern, such as: 
(a) What is the condition of the property? 
(b) What is the financial picture? 
(c) What have we accomplished during the year? 


(à) What do we hope to accomplish in the year ahead? 


As to the condition of our property, I am happy to report that it is 
generally in good condition, thanks to the efforts of our Property Committee. 
Our oil burner has to be replaced; the Church Organ ought to be renovated, The 
people we had engaged to remove snow from our sidewalks has relinquished inat 
activity. They are concerned about the safeth of their workers, who may be re- 
quired to come during the late hours, We have asked the Property Committee to 


find & solution to this problem. 


The financial picture, while not as healthy as we would like, is not 
as bad as we had anticipated. The Accounting Warden's report (rage 6) shows 
receipts of $30,214.37 and (page 8) disbursements of $30,622,50, indicating a 
deficit of $408.13. We had anticipated a deficit much larger than this. More- 
over, the Budget Committee anticipates a larger deficit in 1973, due chiefly 


to the fact that we anticipate no financial help from the Diocese, 


The work of the parish was carried on in excellent fashion in 1972. 
Inspiring and meaningful services of worship, the re-activation of the Church 
School, etc. The Rector is to be commended for all of this. The "AG Hoc" Com- 
mittee completed its work, met several times with the Allen Commission, and 
the Wardens and Rector had a luncheon meeting with Bishop Lyman Ogilby, to lay 
before him the problems that face use 


We continue to lose some of our faithful and precious members such as 
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Florence Maguire, Bill and Elsie Schumacher, Bill and Lydia Sowden, to mention 
just a few.
